SCALY LEG IN PrOTLTRY.

The scaly leg is caused by the pres.
once of a small insect that gets beneath
the scales, nnd it is therelore contagious,
but it spr.ads, as do all vermin, more
rapidly where proper care is not taken
to keep the roosts sod nests clean, and
where the manure is allowed to lie and
ferment under the roosts.  To extermi-
nate it, begin by bathing the legs well
twice a day in olive oil, or still betler in
& mixture of one quart of skiwmed milk
and a tescupful of kerosene ofl, wiping
dry after the buth, As gooda way is to
put the mixtare in & dish sod then foreo
the fowl to stand in it fow minutes,
While this trestment is going on they
should have dry quarters, and be kept
from running out in the wot grass, aad
should be well fed. The nests and
roosts should bo brushed with kerosene,
and all filth taken out o the henhouse,
In & few days those seales will come ofl,
but care should be taken for n while to
prevent taking cold, lest it dovelop leg-
weakgess or rheumatism. A little of
the Douglass mixture in the water will
be good for them at this time.—Boston
Cultivator.

Two such plows will turn over
with easc three neres per day, -
Afterthe plowing is thoroughly done the
next polot is to have the soil made mel-
low nnd free of lumps—aot only on the
surfnoe, but soma three or more faches
below the surface. This fining of the
soll ean only be dooe by first harrowing
with the tliree horse spring tooth har-
row, followed by the roller.  This firms
the ground. In two weeks' time harrow
agnin, erossing the fleld the second time,
nnd just before seeding harrow once
more, then roll, snd follow with the
drill, using one and a  half bushels of
wheat and from 250 to 500 lbs. of dis-
solved bone pur acre. Wealwaye aim to
put in about twenty acres of whent each
sonson alter the above manuer, and aim
to get it in by the 20th of Beptember,
and raroly fail of having an extra good
crop.

FARM AND GARDEN NOTES,

The effect of warm weather is found
in the egg basket.

Do not frighten the hens, ns it dimin.
ishes the egg supply.

The largest kind of matured corn is
the best to convert into ensilago,

In arrnoging the poultry house have
both the nests and the roosts low,

One of the worst mistakes that poultry
begioners can make is too close in-breod-
ng.

In nearly all cases the fowls can be
fattened on solt loud faster than on hard
grain,

When the poultry are confined a por.
tion of the rua should be spaded up
daily.

With all kinds of poultry it is the
morning meal that is the most important;
give it early.

One of the hest ways of fattening
geese rapidly is to feed them boiled oats
with plenty of milk.

A good way to break a hen of waoting
to set ia to put her in a strange yard
with a young coclkerel.

A cow should be fed all the clover she
can oat, which will be ia the neighbor-
hood of five pounds per day.

Select the turkey hens wanted for
breeding, ‘The hens should not be kept
after they are three years old.

Now is the time when the fowls relish
green food, Give them plenty of it and
less grain rations—especially corn.

Care should be taken that the fowls do
not lsy on too much fat, Be ecareful in
feediog, and there will be no danger.

When the feeding is done st regular
hours the fowls soon get accustomed to
it, and will know whon the time comes,

Maoy consider thot Dboiling the milk
before (eeding it to the poultry increases
its value und lessens the risk of disease,

The fowls losing their feathers ia
ofton caused by want of green food or of
u dust bath. See that both are supplied.

One reason why there is such o large
umount of poor butter Is that the cresm
is nllowed to stand too long before it is
churned.

In feeding o cousiderable saving
might be made if the keeper would re-
member that what makes fat does not
mwmake egis,

Old stock of any kind is unprofitable.
Every season envugh young poultry
should be selocted from what Is ruised
to take the plaoce of the old.

The farm fowl should be of & good
size, a good table fowl, good layer, con.
stitutionully strong snd well adapted to
stand the rough usage of the larm.

I then
filled the plate with ;m’llmf and sliced
rhobarb, adding a trifla of salt and three
henping tablespoonfuls of sugar mixed
with onoe spoonful of flour, A top crust
was ndded wad the ple looked ma usunl,
It was simply delicious and the favor
waa 8o unique. Every one praised it
sud inquired as to the filling."

MARROW TOAST.

Marrow tonst is a delicious and inex-
pensive relish for tea or luncheon. Buy
n largo shin bone and have the butoher
split it, then ke out the marrcw in oue
piece. Cut the marrow into slices an
inch thick and set aside. Mix in a hot
dish a teaspoonful of chopped parsley,
the same quantity of lemon juice, hall a
teaspoonful of salt, a grain of eayenne,
and several drops of onion juice. 50
have in the oven several squares of toast,
orisp nnd browned evenly. Cook the
marrow rapidly ninety seconds, boiling
it in & quart of sdlted water. Drain the
marrow thoroughly and mix it with the
seasoning in the hot dish, BSpread on
the toast nad serve. ‘Toast, marrow,
nod seasoning must be hot when senl to
thie table, and eaten before they cool.

VEAL CROQUETTES,

Take two pounds of the weal from
which the soup was made, chop fine, re-
moving all gristle and fat. To ecvery
pint allow balf a pint of new milk, one
teaspoonful of butter, one of chopped
parsley, two of flour, one teaspoonful of
finaly-minced onions, one teaspoonful of
salt, hall a grated nutmeg, a piach of
cayenoe aod a little black pepper. Put
the milk in & saucepan and set on the
stove; rub the butter and flour togethor
and stir in the bolling milk; when thiok
take from the fire, add the chopped
meat and beat notil well mixed, put in
the seasoning, spread out on n rn.rgor
dish to cool. When lirm, form in cro-
quettes, Dip fiest in beaten egy and
